The Fal- 
con Is lightly clothed, but acems 
a much more purposeful figure. 
He standi as if poised for flight, 
with one clenched fist held 
against his open wing, the other 
stretched down at his side. The 
figure Is' about four feet high 
with wing tips making it fit a 
space of six feet square. 

The Falcon Is a work of the 
late Dr. R. Talt Mackenzie, not- 
ed Canadian sculptor who also 
served as medical director on 
McGill's physical education staff.' 
Another example of his work 
may be seen In the frieze over 
the Athletic ticket office in Sir 
Arthur Currlc Gymnasium. 

Some ycara ago, Mrs. Macken- 
zie, widow of the artist, offered 
McGill the opportunity to cast in 
bronze her husband's last major 
work. The University was unable 
to accept her offer because of 
the great expense of the bronze 
casting. Last summer, however, 
an anonymous Montrca,lcr who 
had heard about the project do- 
nated $9,500 for Its erection. 

Onlookers will undoubtedly 
have different Ideas about, the 
symbolical significance of the 
work, but students who take 
themselves seriously will proba- 
bly believe that The Falcon re- 
presents the poised Intellect of a 
university youth, ready to take 
flight with cultural develop 
ment.

Canadian Textbook Situation 'Deplorable 
Report Criticises Taxes, Profiteering 



In the West, text book prices 
are "deplorable." 
' The Federal Government sales 
tax on books makes the situation 
"acute." 

In some cases non-educational 
books are exempt from the sales 
tax while law books and' dic- 
tionaries are not. 

In some instances, text re- 
tailers are guilty of "flagrant 
profiteering." 

But there's a "ray of hope" 
In the Masscy Commission re- 
commendation that the Govern- 
ment discontinue its tax on 
literature. 

These were comments by a 
University of Toronto committee 
which last year studied the text 
book problem annually faced by 
Canadian students. The commit- 
tee's report, with six specific 
recommendations, was presented 
lo the NFCUS conference at Lon- 
don, Ont.

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Regionalism and Immaturity 



Like every organization which changes its 
iièâders very year, the National Federation of 
Canadian University Students, must, at cacli 
annual conference, undergo the pangs and 
throes of rebirth. 

Unfortunately, NFCUS, 51-52, doesn't 
look too healthy. 

It was truly depressing that after twen- 
ty-four years' of existence and fifteen con- • 
férences, the majority of the delegates still 
did not understand the true nature of NFCUS. 

Even at this time, the opinions and argu- 
ments of the delegates from many universities 
' still carried the ruinous undertones of region- 
alism. These, it is true, were at a. minimum. 
But Ihcy are worthy of comment because 
-one would imagine that an organization that 
has existed for ns long as twenty-four years, 
has established a permanent national office 
\ ■ and has for the second time in five years 
elected a French-speaking president would 
now have enough faith in the motives of its 
members. ' 

Although the national executive of 
. • NFCUS is set up on a basis of regional repre- 
sentation, it is for case of obtaining informa- 
tion on regional problems, rather than to 
safeguard regional views and "rights." Wc 
have every right to expect that each member 
-of • the executive has a knowledge of the 






affairs of every region in Canada. Only when 
the suspicions of one region or another and 
the taints of regional isolationism are remove 
ed can the federation be said! to be truly 
national. 

There was also in many quarters a mis- 
understanding of the function of the annual 
conference. There seemed to be a prc-occtipn- 
tion among many of the delegates for money 
making schemes. This is a praiseworthy ef- 
fort only, if enough plans and benefits arc 
initiated to warrant the increased .income. And 
it was here that the conference failed most 
to, meet its objectives. 

Of the eight most important items de- 
cided in its national progress at this year's 
conference, and listed elsewhere in The Daily, 
today, only' two arc new ones, and arc cither 
minor or temporary. No organization can pro- 
gress by leaning on its past accomplishment*. 
Whnt is even more important is that few 
mandates or assignments were given to the 

N locnl NFCUS committees on the various cam- 
puses.

It is not often that an organization-goes 
to the trouble of sending representatives to 
as far away as Europe fore-casting failure 
•for their mission. That is exactly what 
NFCUS intends to do; and with complete 
justification. 

The fifteenth conference, meeting at Lon- 
don, decided to send delegates to a meeting 
sponsored jointly by. the Communist dominat- 
ed International Union of Students and by 
Western student unions not affiliated with 
IUS, to seek means for coming to agreement. 

It was the same delegate, Denis Lazure, 
University of Montreal, who attended the IUS 
meeting in Prague and advised last year's 
conference that affiliation with the IUS was 
/. impossible, who at this year's conference, af- 
•/ r ter attending a special meeting of the IUS 
I ' council, at Warsaw this summer, proposed 
ij the foregoing plan. 

j This apparent change of heart is not wilh- 

I out precedent in the realm of foreign affairs. 
A striking parallel can be drawn from present 
day events. The Western powers, after re- 
peated efforts, tell us how futile bargaining 
'th Russia and her satellites is, yet time and 
àin, take up Soviet proposals for "peace 
Iks," though with ill-concealed doubt of 
cccss. 

The students of the Western countries 
arc in a similar position. Rather than give ex- 
cellent propaganda to the Communist organ- 
ization, they feel it worth the effort to prevent 
Such an occasion. However, there is definite

encouragement for entering these talks. 

Apparently, for the first time, the exe- 
cutive of the IUS failed to present a united 
front and evidence of a real split was felt by 
the Western dclegntcs at the Warsaw con- 
ference. 

As well a number of concessions were 
made by the Communist group. Most im- 
portant of which is the willingness to include 
Yugoslavia as a topic of discussion on tho 
agenda of the forth-coming meeting. ' At 
Prague, the IUS refused even to consider tho 
question of Yugoslavia, whose leaders Were 
expelled from the ICS, (though the national 
student union is still affiliated) when the Tito 
Government veered from the Kremlin line. 

Even should these signs of co-operation 
prove false, the mission would not really be a 
failure. Again wc would have conclusive proof 
that co-operation with IUS is, for the present, 
impossible. In this event, the Western dele- 
gates would,, soon after, convene in Edin- 
burgh, to discuss means whereby an interna- 
tional student's union, apolitical in nature, 
could be set up. 

•Such an organization, however, is not 
thc ( desired solution to an international stud- 
ent's union and provision must be mnilc for 
unification with IUS if such a time should 
ever come. For, clearly, it is our duty to seek 
menns for bargaining and arriving at n solu- 
tion so thnt all students' unions can unite in 
a truly international one. 

Surely, if this generation of students can- 
not make peace with itself, there is very little 
hope then, that the statesmen of the world 
can, who have so much less in common.— E.K.

I; S At its recent conference in London,. The 
V National Federation of Canadian University 
Students decided to turn down a proposal 
. made by retiring International Affairs Com- 
mission chairman Denis Lazure (University 
of Montreal) that an invitation extended by. 
Lazure to a group of Soviet students to visit 
Canada be ratified by the National Federa- 
tion.^ 

I: The proposal would have seen a group of. 

Russian students come to Canada this year 
for a tour, nnd a group of Canadian students 
go to Russia to return the visit/ The NFCUS 
Conference turned thumbs down on this 
proposal. 

Ordinarily such decisions arc mndc, nnd 
then forgotten. This is one instnncc of the 
traditional NFCUS reaction to controversial 
issues that should come under some close 
■ scrutiny. 

It would bé difficult to say that thè 
proposal was vetoed for one definite reason or 
another. But the impression stands out that 
the reasons were hardly adequate: "Thev will 
give NFCUS bad publicity," "If NFCUS does 
tin- it may get a Red reputation, and that 
will finish it for twenty-five years!" 

To say that the representatives of the 
varions universities who make up NFCUS 
exhibited an attitude which, in a sense, mere- 



ly provides the communist-dominated Inter- 
national Union of Students with ready-made 
propaganda would not be far off the mark. 
•But that is only one aspect of the situation. • 
If the university students of this country 
are afraid, for one reason or another, to bring 
into this country for visits, voting men and 
women whose ideas are diametrieallv opposed 
to ours, then surely wc have lost a' large de- 
gree of faith in ourselves, and in our demo- 
cratic institutions. If wc are awnrc of some of 
the large political issues that fare us, and of 
the vast numbers of earcfullv trained people 
who are the opposition, then we should, from 
time to time, welcome the opportunity to bring 
them to Canada, nnd meet them on our home 
ground. 

A little honest controversy over the visit 
of some dyed-in-thc-wool Russian communists 
might be very good for the too-often smug, 
isolationist tendencies that the Canndian stu- 
dent has shown so willingly and so frequently 
during these prtFt, five years. 

Canndian student lenders might well take 
another look at the principles and ideas which 
are currently directing their actions. The os- 
trich who sticks his neck out only to the point 
where his liend is well buried, in the sand, 
should realize he is in danger of losing hi.- 
plumage. (The Toronto Varsity.)

A great deal more you'll find, 
after a look through the pages of 
Oldest McGlll," by Edgar A. Col- 
lard — a collection of colourful and 
historic anecdotes from the Univer- 
sity's past. A few copies of the 
slim rcd-and-whitc-covered volume 
are available at the Rcdpath Lib- 
rary, under number "1X82M.4C69." 

The Graduate Society of McGlll 
University is the organization 
which enables graduates and past 
students to maintain contact with 
each other and with the University. 

The activities of the Graduate 
Society of McGlll Include the pub- 
lication of the "McGlll News," a 
graduates athletic club, and assis- 
lance to undergraduates. 

In*" the preface to his book, Col- 
lard states his aim In 'writing the 
book not to have been to present a 
systematic history of the ' Univer- 
sity but rather "to recapture some- 
thing of the colour and warmth 
that has 'gathered about the land- 
marks of tho campus through more 
than a hundred years." 

Few universities in North Am 
erica have richer or more character- 
ful traditions than McGlll," Collard 
notes. "It was with the aim of 
searching out and recalling some of 
McGill's human heritage that the 14 
chapters of Oldest McGlll were 
written." 

If thls-was Mr. Collard'a aim, then 
In "Oldest McGlll" he has indeed 
met with admirable success. One 
cannot fail, on glancing through 
those all-too-bricf 14 chapters, to 
gain a fuller understanding and a 
déeper appreciation of all that Is 
and ever was McGlll., 

A book that served as a factual 
record of the great moments, the 
highlights, In the University's col- 
ourful story, would, in itself, be 
worthy of recommendation to the 
freshman class. "Oldest McGlll,' 
however, while creditably serving 
the purpose of an historical chron- 
icle, excels itself in the perhaps 
more difficult task of Introducing 
the personalities — familiar names 
all— to whom McGlll owes much of 
Its present state. 

In "Oldest McGlll," built around 
the stories of its great men, the 
story of a University is developed. 

A number of selected photo- 
graphs, drawings and early wood- 
cuts servo well to illustrate the 
growth and development of the 
campus from days when "down the 
eastern side of the grounds flowed 
the stream, heavily overhung with 
thickets" and all was, in the quoted 
words of a contemporary," almost 
in a state or nature."

velopment In the Arts, Letters and 
Sciences suggested that not only 
should federal monies go to the 
universities of Canada, but that ten 
thousand students should benefit 
directly by the grant of .federal 
scholarships. 

With fees and general living costs 
rising rapidly, the student who was 
able to work his way through col- 
lege became an historical curiosity 
on most campl. Throughout Canada 
there came a distinct fear that many 
talented young people were unable 
to continue their studies because of 
lack of funds. Such unlike groups 
as the National Conference of Cana- 
dian Universities and the Trades 
and Labor Congress appealed to the 
commission tor an extensive schol- 
arship plan on a national basis. One 
of the -ablest briefs was written by 
Jack Madden, former Manitoban 
editor,- for presentation by the 
National Federation of Canadian 
University Students. 

The recommendations of the 
Massey Commission were quite 
similar to this brief. They called 
for a generous allotment of post- 
graduate scholarships. Most Im- 
portant for the average student, 
they called for a complete system 
of scholarships, bursaries, and 
loans for undergraduates. The 
precise dcta'ils were left for the 
administration to work out but a 
suggested annual plan ran as 

$1,000 a' year, tenable for four 



years. For students of. "outstanding 
ability and exceptional promise." 

2. Two hundred and fifty 
scholarships of $500 a year, tenable 
for four year*. For "distinguished 
and promising students." 

3. Two . thousand bursaries of 
$500 tenable for four years, fori 
"able and diligent students," on 
the basis of need. 

4. A loan fund. For all students 
whose work Is "acceptable." 

The total number being helped 
each year would be 10,000 students, 
about one out of every five. 

Unlike direct grants to' the 
universities, the scholarships do 
not involve cny . infringement of 
provincial autonomy. Just after the 
war many thousands of veterans 
benefitted from DVA grants for 
higher education. < For an even 
longer period the National Re- 
search Council and the Department 
of Labor, under the Vocational 
Training Plan, have been using 
dominion funds to provide scholar- 
ships for suitable students. No 
suggestion has been made that the 
provincial right to control cduca-

Bothers Queen's 

Kingston-(CUP) - A Kingston 
rooming house shortage greeted 
Quecn^smen as they .returned to the 
campus this week. Many students 
returned to find that their land- 
ladles were no longer taking room 
ers because they "could no longer 
make It profitable." Others found 
their rooms rented to the wives of 
soldiers at the reopened Barrlefield 
camp. 

Forty-five freshcttes, who were 
to find outside rooms because of 
a large registration, were also fac- 
ed with this, problem. Many arc 
still without rooms. 

Most students found rates up as 
much as a dollar a week in their 
old rooming houses. Few found that 
they were still able - to obtain 
boarding house meals at last year's 
rates, because of the rising food 
prices. 

Several restaurateurs In Kingston 
have done their best to absorb the 
extra costs since last spring. One 
understanding proprietor has list- 
ed several "complète dinners for 
students" at seventy-five cents. 

Residence rates for the girls have 
risen drastically. One Indignant 
sophomore stated,."! am paying 
more to live out at Lasalle this year 
than I paid to live in a good resi- 
dence on University Avenue last 
year."

Some have claimed, however, 
that with the present need for In- 
creased armarrfent expenditures the 
country cannot afford to pay for 
more higher education as well. 
These might not that in' both 
Great Britain and the United States 
the governments are setting aside 
increasing sums for university! 
scholarships; They have found that I 
in a time of crisis It is more im- 
portant than ever that the most ca- 
pable students receive advanced 
training in the Arts and Sciences. 
The $5,000,000 spent on the scholar- 
ships would return good dividends. 

For students' the Massey report 
represents a challenge. In order 
that the recommendations may be 
translated into legislation, Can- 
ada's' Members of Parliament must 
be convinced that federal scholar- 
ships are really necessary. Indi- 
vidually, and through the local and 
national offices of NFCUS, students 
can express their approval of the 
scheme and prove to their M.P.'s 
its importance. 

When the Royal , Commission's 
suggestions become law, student* 
and the nation as a whole will ben- 
efit greatly.
